BE ADMITTED TO THE 
UNITED NATIONS

The immediate origins of the 
U.N. are to be found in the 
events of World War II. In the 
London Declaration of 1941, all 
the nations then fighting against 
Adolf Hitler announced their in¬ 


may enjoy economic and social 
security". In October, 1943, in 
the Moscow Declaration of the 
Four Nations on General Security, 
the U.S., the U.S.S.R., and China 
announced "that they recognize 


the necessity of establishing at 
the erliest practicable date a 
general international organiza¬ 
tion, based on the principle of 
the sovereign states, large or 
small ,for the maintenance of in. 
ternational peace and security". 

•So far, Red China has been 
voted down every time because 
a strong force in shaping public 
opinion is morality. A moral 
qualification governs admission 
of members to the U.N. The ap¬ 
plicant nation must be peace- 
loving. Is Red China peace-lov¬ 
ing? 

She is governed by an outlaw 
regime. imposed upon the 
Chinese population in 1949 by 
an infinitesimal fraction of the 
people. Those who refused to. go 
along with communism were shot 
and the rest systematically re¬ 
moulded. Party Chairman Mao 
Tse Tung is now purging minds 
instead of men. Mao's goal is 
a body of citizens who accept 
his "Red Book" from cover to 
cover: to think otherwise is trea¬ 
son. 

The common people of Red 
China are driven and whipped 
on by twin lashes such as: Hate 
America; Love Mother China. 
The peasants are doubling and 
tripling their efforts to squeeze 
out extra crops and are hypno¬ 
tized by the communist promises 
of a rosy future. 

The Chinese have a fantastic 
attitude towards war. Chairman 
Mao has said that China is the 
only nation that can afford a 
war. "We can lose 360 million 
people and still have 350 million 
left". 

Common are these placards in 
factories, schools, theatres and by 
waysides: "Produce an extra chin 
of corn and an extra bullet will 
be manufactured to deal with 
U.S. imperialists", or "One hand 
on the hoe; the other on the 
gun". Eeveryone, including wo¬ 
men and schoolchildren is march, 
ed and drilled part of the day, 
carrying wooden or original rifles. 


Everywhere the "hate America 
and all imperialistic nations" 
spurs the people's minds. The 
leaders ar e systematically arous¬ 
ing passions of their people, so 
tha they are playing with fire — 
and atomic fire at that! 

We still remember the appre¬ 
hensive shudder that travelled 
through the free world a couple 
of years ago, when Red China 
exploded its first nuclear device. 
Since then, the Chinese have be¬ 
come inreasingly belligerent in 
sensitive areas around the globe. 
Dr. Griffing is right in saying, 
"China is a revolutionary power 
with global ambitions". Recent 
years have shown these charac¬ 
teristics to be true of China, e.g. 
she invaded Tibet in 1949, and 
a year later, Korea. Later, she 
supported the communist war in 
Indochina and tormented the Huk 
rebellion in the Philippines and 
the Red insurrection in Malaya. 

If Red China were admitted to 
the U.N., that body would be 
rendered ineffective. Its entire 
character would change. Instead 
of demanding that Red China 
change her way to qualify for 
membership befode getting into 
U.N., we would have the U.N. 
change to admit her. 

But then, looking at a. dif¬ 
ferent point of view, we can just 
imagine how Red China's lobby¬ 
ing among the Asians, Latin 
Americans, and Africans could 
help the U.S.S.R. get the votes 
she needs to reorganize the U.N. 
on her terms. The Secretary- 
General would then be replaced 
by a three-man commission, each 
of whom would have a veto. This 
would be the end of U.N. action 
and U.N. wheels would grind to 
a stop! 

We must remember, however, 
that Red China has as much right 
to have vetoes as any other na¬ 
tion, and as soon as we see that, 
she is ready to change her ways 
to favor ecceptance, we will 
gladly welcome her in to the 
United Nations. 



SHOULD COMMUNIST CHINA 
BE ADMITTED TO THE

To allow Communist China into 
the United Nations, would we 
not learn about communism and 
convince communists it is not as 
good a government as is needed? 
Maybe, when the faults are 
openly discussed in a friendly 
atmosphere, communist leaders 
would remould their thoughts. 

I have mentioned only a few 
of the reasons why Communist 
China should be admitted to 
hold a seat in the United Na¬ 
tions. Now, I shall mention a 
few points which make us wary 
of their membership. 

Communist China does not 
want to pay dues all member 
countries of the United Nations 
must pay. We know China is an 
extremely poor country but. with 
help from the United Nations, 
even this problem could be 
solved. 

Communist China does want 
to join the U.N. but she doep 
not want to have Nationalist 
China also represented. Commu¬ 
nist China and Nationalist China 
are natural enemies, but the 
United Nations refuses to oust 
Nationalist China just to please 
the communists. 

Despite the two above-men¬ 
tioned drawbacks, I feel even 
Communist China must have a 
chance to represent her people 
and try to justify her seemingly 
unjust moves. This is a very 
controversial topic but I have 
expressed my views and in my 
opinion Communist China should 
be allowed to join the United 
Nations.

BRIGADIER A. HAMILTON 
GAULT 

(Biography by Chris Klewer — 
Grade 6 Brigadier Gault School) 

Andrew Hamilton Gault was 
born in England on August 18, 
1882, and educated at Bishops 
College and McGill University. 

He was commissioned in the 
2nd Canadian Mounted Rifles and 
served as a subaltern until the 
end of the South African War. 
After the war he continued his 
military service in the Canadian 
Militia as an officer of the 5th 
Royal Highlanders (Black Watch). 

In 1914 Major Gault donated 
$50,000 to start a new regiment, 
calling it the Princess Patricia's 
Canadian Light Infantry, in honor 
of the Governor-General's daugh¬ 
ter, Lady Patricia Ramsay. He 
was appointed Senior Major of 
the Regiment and went overseas 
in the same year as second-in- 
command of the Batallion. 

Major Gault served with the 
Battalion until wounded for the 
third time at the Battle of 
Sanctuary Wood on June 2, 
1916.. This wound resulted in the 
loss of his left leg. Despite his 
handicap, he returned to duty 
as a staff officer with the 3rd 
Canadian Division on June 20, 
1916. 

He was the first Canadian re- 
ceipient o fthe D.S.O. for gal¬ 
lantry in the field during World 
War I. and was mentioned in 
dispatches four times. He was 
also decorated with the Belgian 
Order of the Crown and the 
Russian Order of St. Ann (with 
swords). 

Promoted to the rank of Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel on March 28, 
1918, he rejoined the Regiment 
as Commanding Officer in No¬ 
vember, and in the following 
year brought his Battalion to 
Ottawa. 

Between the wars Lieutenant- 
Colonel Gault resided in England 
and for many years was a Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Taunton 
division of Somerset. 

This outstanding officer served 
with the Canadian Army in 
England during World War II. He 
was promoted to Colonel in 1940 
and to Brigadier in 1942. Other 
decorations held were the Effi¬ 
ciency Decoration and th e Cana¬ 
dian Forces Decoration for long 
and faithful service in the Ca- 
I nadian Army. 

Brigadier Gault was appointed 
Honorary Colonel of the Regi¬ 
ment in 1948, and Colonel of 
the Regiment in 1958. He died 
in Montreal at the age of 76 
on November 28, 1958. 

In honor of this great man and 
his fine work and services in 
the armed forces, the school 
otherwise known as Griesbach 
School No. 2 has officially been 
re-named the Brigadier Gault 
School.

Each year about this time de¬ 
partments across the country en¬ 
deavor to stimulate an interest 
in spring clean-up. This forms a 
part of the" year round fire pre¬ 
vention campaign and is based 
upon the theory that "a clean 
house seldom burns". 

Spring is the time when a 
housewifes' fancy turns to wash¬ 
ing walls, cleaning out all the 
cupboards and closets, waxing 
and polishing floors, furniture 
etc. This is a commendable trait 
amongst housewives. Admittedly, 
the house literally sparkles when 
spring cleaning is completed. But 
what about the basement? Any 
housewife will tell you that the 
basement is the husbands' res¬ 
ponsibility. The children, of 
course, contribute to the condi¬ 
tion of the basement but lets' 
face it, its' Dads' job to clean it 
up and make it presentable. 

It seems that the basement 
has become a storage place for 
old mattresses, courtains, cloth¬ 
ing, drapes, lamp shades, furni¬ 
ture, magazines, paper, toys, and 
scrap lumber etc. But are these 
things really needed? A lot of 
these things are accumulated and 
never again used to any advan¬ 
tage and merely provide fuel for 
fire. 

It is not, my intention that this 
article become a complete lesson 
in home fire prevention. How¬ 
ever, I do wish to clarify one 
point. Often householders fail to 
see how such things as boxes of 
old clothing, papers etc, can be 
fire hazards, let me put it this 
way. Fire hazards are divided in¬ 
to .two classes, "Causetive" and 
"Contributive". The causetive 


fire hazard, as the name suggests, 
will actually cause a fire to 
start. Examples of this class of 
hazard are frayed electrical cords, 
loose electrical connections, faulty 
electrical or heating appliances 
etc. These hazards present a de¬ 
finite risk and must be correct¬ 
ed without delay. The contribu¬ 
tive fire hazard on the other 
hand will not actually cause a 
fire to originate but it will con¬ 
tribute to and affect the extent 
of a fire should one start. Here 
again I say, "a clean house 
seldom burns". Avoid the accu¬ 
mulation of waste and unwanted 
materials in your home. 

Spring Clean-up Week is nor¬ 
mally celebrated during the 
month of April but because of 
our particular climate it has been 
decided that Spring Clean-up 
Week at CFB Edmonton this year 
is to be the week of 1 4-20 May. 
During this particular week it 
is hoped theti PMQ residents will 
take the opportunity to rid their 
basement of accumulated waste 
and unwanted materials. Special 
pick-up ,not to be confused with 
routine garbage pick-up, is being 
arranged for Griesbach and 
Lancaster Park PMQ areas. The 
date of the pick-up will be an- 
nouced by Flyer and sound truck 
a few days in advance. This is 
the time to get rid of those 
things that the garbage collector 
will not take and are just clutter¬ 
ing up your basement. Incident¬ 
ally anything that may be sal¬ 
vaged or sold as scrap metal will 
be turned over to the Boy Scouts 
Association, Therefore, your ef¬ 
forts may serve a two-fold pur¬ 
pose. 

Let common sense be your 
guide and Don't Give Fire a place 
to Start.

The 
Howards are allied to two Cana¬ 
dian militia units, the Rocky 
Mountain Rangers, of Kamloops, 
B.C., and the Queen's York Rang¬ 
ers (1st American Regiment), of 
Toronto. 

The 32nd Field Engineer Squad- 
orn, Royal Engineers, from Rich¬ 
mond, Yorkshire, will carry out 
engineering works at CFB Gage- 
town from July 3 to Aug. 15 in 
Exercise Water Leap.

Biathlon relay was run in North

Ski Asociation requested the De¬ 
partment of National Defence to 
select military skiers for a na¬ 
tional Biathlon team to enter the 
1968 Olympics. The association 
believes that the military pro¬ 
vides a ready-made base for de¬ 
velopment of Biathlon competitors 
due to its training programs in 
winter warfare, rifle shooting and 
physical fitness. 

Servicemen trained last winter 
in the Banff area and moved to 
Sioux Lookout this winter. A 
team of six skiers will comprise 
the National Biathlon Team at 
the winter Olympics in Grenoble, 
France, next year. 

British units in January-February 
1968 includes Exercise Bright 
Water for an artillery battery at 
CFB Shilo, Man., and Exercise 
Frozen Jump for an infantry com¬ 
pany at Camp Wainwright.

Esquimalt, B.C. — Two pilots 
of the Royal Canadian Air Force 
and the Trade Commissioner for 
the United Kingdom in Vancouver 
received medals of honour at an 
investiture at Government House, 
Victoria. 

The presentations were made 
at 3:00 p.m. April 28, by His 
Honour the Lieutenant-Governor 
of British Columbia Maj.-Gen. G. 
R. Pearkes, V.C. 

The two servicemen to be ho¬ 
noured are Flight Lieutenants 
Daniel M. Campbell, Canadian 
Forces Base, Comox; and Kenneth 
A. Harvey, a test pilot with the 
Department of National Defence 
Experimental and Proving Estab¬ 
lishment, assigned to Northwest 
Industries Limited in Edmonton, 
Alta. Both men will receive the 
Air Force Cross. 

The Trade Commissioner, J. C. 
C. Sloman, named in the January 
1, 1967, Honors' List, will be in¬ 
vested with a medal in recogni¬ 
tion of his appointment as a 
Member of the Most Excellent 
Order of the British Empire. 

Flight Lieutenant Campbell, a 
pilot with 121 Search and Rescue 
Squadron, has been awarded the 
Air Force Cross as the result of 
courage and devotion to duty dur¬ 
ing a rescue mission July 18, 
1965, near Bamfield, B.C. De¬ 
spite darkness, he twice manoeu¬ 
vred his Labador helicopter into 
the treetops to pick up survivors 
of an air crash. Had the rescue 
not been completed at night, it 
is doubtful one of the survivors 
would have lived. 

Flight lieutenant Harvey re¬ 
ceived his award for courage, and 
flying skill in guiding an Ameri¬ 
can F-84 to a safe landing instead 
of "ditching" over a populated 
area of Edmonton after his ma¬ 
chine developed complete engine 
failure. When th e incident oc¬ 
curred 10 miles from CFB Namao, 
March 3, 1965, he was test fly¬ 
ing the aircraft following its 
overhaul. 

Mr. Sloman's first posting away 
from the UK took him to Paki¬ 
stan. It was followed by an ap¬ 
pointment in Ceylon. In his 
present position he is with the 
British Government Office in 
Vancouver. Mr. Sloman will re¬ 
ceive the MBE for devotion to 
duty since he joined the commis- 
Ision in 1940.

The Canadian Armed Forces 
Motorcycle Display Team takes 
to the road early in May for 
Centennial performances in 112 
communities across Canada. 

The team, composed of 51 

riders from the Royal Canadian 
Corps of Signals, Kingston, Ont., 
is one of six major Centennial 
projects by Canadian Armed 
Forces. The others are the Mili¬ 
tary Tattoo, Golden Centennaires 
aerobatic display team. Naval 
Assemblies on the east and west 
coasts, visits by RCN ships to 
coastal and Great Lakes Ports and 
three major cadet camps -— at 
Kingston, St. Johns, Que. and 
Farnham, Que. 

The Motorcycle Display Team 
will follow an itinerary which 
will take it from British Columbia 
to Newfoundland between May 
and October. 

The riders will be divided in¬ 
to two travelling teams. One 
team of 20 riders is attached to 
the Tattoo and the other 31 
riders comprise the main display 
team. 

Commanded by veteran signal¬ 
man of 28 years service, Captain 
John E. Buman, 48, of Kingston 
and Vancouver, the team began 
training in May, 1966. Of the 51 
riders selected, only 1 2 had ever 
ridden an army "bike" before, 
and only one had perform on a 
previous Signal Corps Team. The 
rest, aged 18 to 42, started 


from the ground up, says Captain 
Burman. 

The training officer is Lt. Paul 
Kervin, 24, of Moncton, N.B., a 
graduate of Royal Military Col¬ 
lege. 

The length of performances 
can be varied from 15 to 45 
minutes to suit the situation. 
Each performance begins with a 
safety demonstration. The team 
performs ramp jumps, formation 
and precision riding and as a 
climax a flying plunge through a 
blazing hoop of fire. 


Other routines include a ladder 
headstand, a 17-man taxi ride 
on one motorcycle and al 1 5-man 
pyramid on five motorcycles. 
Comedy acts on midget scooters 
round up the performance. 

The team is touring the 
country by bus with two 36-foot 
vans carrying the motorcycles 
and other equipment. 

The cyclist, dressed in blue 
uniforms and protective helmets 
will perform for hundreds of 
thousands of Canadians during 
Centennial year.

ANOTHER CANADIAN 
BATTALION FOR ACEMF 

The offer made last July dur¬ 
ing a NATO ministerial confer¬ 
ence in Paris of an additional Ca¬ 
nadian battalion group for the Al¬ 
lied Command Europe Mobile 
Force (ACE Mobile Force) has 
been accepted by General Lyman 
L. Lemnitzer, Supreme Allied 
Commander Europe. 

The 2nd Battalion of the Ca¬ 
nadian Guards, stationed at Cana¬ 
dian Forces Base Petawawa, have 
accordingly been selected for this 
commitment and are earmarked 
for deployment to the southern 
flank of Allied Command Europe. 

Canada already provides a bat¬ 
talion group for deployment to 
the northern flank. This is the 
1st Battalion of the Black Watch 
(Royal Highland Regiment) of Ca¬ 
nada. based at Canadian Forces 
Base Gagetown. As a unit of the 
ACE Mobile Force the Black 
Watch took part in Exercise Win¬ 
ter Express, a winter warfare exer¬ 
cise held in Norway early in 
1966. 

The 2nd Battalion of the Ca¬ 
nadian Guards, as a battalion 
gorup of the ACE Mobile Force, 
will participate periodically in mo¬ 
bile force exercises on the south¬ 
ern flank. 

The role of the mobile force, 
which includes ground and air 
forces from seven NATO coun¬ 
tries, is to be capable of deploy¬ 
ment rapidly to any area of 
Allied Command Europe to make 
clear to any potential aggressor 
that an attack against one mem- 
beii of NATO would be considered 
an attack against all, thereby 
demonstrating the spirit of solid¬ 
arity and unity of purpose upon 
which NATO is based. 

The ACE Mobile Force is com¬ 
manded by Maj, Gen. G. A. 
Turcot, Quebec City.
